The Reported Advance of the Prossinns -The
Positlon of the Freoch aund the Strongholds
whicn Guard it—'he Eastorn aud Northenste
v Foewvuer of Finnoe.

Qable telegrams of the night before last stated
that the Prussiang were concentrating, Lo the
number ot about 400,000, between Treves and
the river Baar, a French force of aboat
800,000 b ing opposed to them, and that the in-
dieations poined to an eogagement witain
three daye. A despatch from Baden last night
stated that o general movement of the Prussian
forees In frout of the French lines had
cemmenced, troops belng  pushed  for-
ward Lo Mayence from all di-
rectione, and it was evident decisive opera-
tlous were near at hand. A despateh from
Metz, the Frenchh headquuarters, conlirms these
re «ris o d tates great excitement and a gene-
ral hurry ia the French lines are the result.
8kl m'sbhing between the outposts of the oppos-
ing armies had commenced last evening, and,
alt .ough there was no report as yet of a general
engagement, there is little doubt that the grand
ecrash will vou be much longer delayed.

The eastern frontier of Frence extends 155
mMes alopg the Alps and 167 miles aloog the
Jura, striking the Rbine at HBasle and excwnding
thence a distance of 100 miles along the Rhine,
a little to the east of north, to the mouth ot the
River Lauter, In the neighborhood of the 49th
g gree of latitude, the Grand Duchy of Baden,
which 18 in military alliance with the North
Germarn Confederation, claiming the Rhine as
jte we-tern boundary throughou: this distance
of 100 miles. Fion the mouth of the Lauter, the
artificial boundary line extends 1w W. N, W,
direction, forming almost o right angle with the
Rhbine, a disiance of about ¥90 miles, to the
North 8 a, four mslles east of Dunkirk., For
about 50 miles on this northeastern frontier,
France is bounded by Rhemish Bavaria, or
the Palatinate, lmmediately to the northwest
of which comes l{henish Prussia, with a contact
of about forty miles with French territory.
Then come Luxemburg and Belgiom, the
n utality of both of which is guaranteed by
the contending nations. The line along which
the 1wo armies lie facing each other thud has an
estreme length of about 190 miles, almost
reetanguler'in outline, with the Freonch ia the
corper formed by the Rhine and the arbitrary
boundary line. Accordiug to the reports [rem
M iz, 1 1s expecred tbat the Prussian advance
will be made through Rbeoish Bavaria, which
will bring King Willlam's ariny squarely upon
#2e sy of forlresses which gusrd the French
sroutier from Birasbourg to Thiouwvilie.

According to last mght's despatches from
_Purie, these t4o strongholds, as well as Metz,
Longwy, Plalzburg, Schlettsiadt, New Brelaache,
Beliast, Ditchemberg, La Petite Pierre; Mont-
medy aad Verdup, bave all been placed in a
thorough state of readiness, both for defensive
and offensive operations, and if King William
+u eeeds in penetratiog the line, it will ouly be
after one of the most terrific contests that has
ever taken place on this bistorie groand, Tue
fortresses of Birasbourg, Benlettsladt, Motz and
Tuionville have alreadybeen described at length
by us, Verdun is sltunred on the Meuse, about
gh' t+ m'les west of Metlz, and is stronzly for-
tifled. In 1792 it was bombarded and captured
by the Prussiavs, bot restored to the French
after the battle of Valmy. Montmedy, tweuty-
fiv miles north of Verdun, on the Chiers, aud
but o few miles from the Belglan froatier, is
defended by  extensive outworks. Lougwy,

" which was siyled by Louis XIV the “Iron Gate
of France,” §8 on the Belglan froatier,
thirty-three miles N. N. W. of Metz, is
wtrongly furdted, its citadel standing
an a sieep rock, below which extends the new
town. It was tuken by the Prussians in 1792
and again by the Allies in 1815. Pfulzburg i3 ln
t o ouen conntry, about 25 miles W. N. W. of
Biresbourg. Bellort Is about 100 mules 8. 8, W.
of Btrasbourg, and nlmost directly west of
Basle. It boasts of a citadel constructed by
Vauban, New Brelsach, oo the Rhone Canal, a
m le west of +he Rhine, possesses strong towers,
T.e other towns meationed, al of which are
stroogly fortified. are of minor lmportance.

TWO PRUSSIAN GENERALS.

serchenof General vyou Bittouflcld and General
veuo Bielowetz.

Below we give sketches of two prominent
Frussian leaders who are destined to figure pro-
minently in the war, bot who have heretofore
ot been noticed at length in our columns: —

b les Kberhard Herwarth ven Blutenfeld,
General of Infantry and Uommander of the
Sth Armoy Corps, was born Beptamber 4, 1706,
entered the Frossinn army al the age of 15,
fought at the battle of Leipsie, and took part in
the lovasion of France by the Allies In 1814,
where be served with distinetion in several en-
gsgements and at the siege of Paris. During
the second campaign in Bchleswig-Holstein, in
1864, be achieved one of the most brilllant victo-
ries over the Danlsh army, and virtually brought
the war to a cloee by taking possession of one
ol the most important positions of the enemy,
the Island of Alsen, and by almost annihilating
the troops who were ordered to defend the
place. The war of 1860 again ealled him fato
active eervice, He was assigued to the command
of the Elbe army, and gave wany proofs of his
superior talent asamilitary leader and organizer,
His participation in the battle of Sadowa was a
glorious one, and his behavior on this and
eeveral preceding occasions was such that he s
now consldered one of the bravest, most skilful,
aud talented commanding officers in the Prus-
flan army.

¢ harles Frederick von Sielnmetz,
General of Infantry, and commander of the 5th
Army Corps, was born December 27, 1706,

wasgent to the military school at Calm at the |

age of ten years, and goon showed a decided
predilection for the army. He was a liltle over
sixteen years old when he was ordered to Berlin
and assigned to the corps of General York., Two
years later he received his commission as lieu-
tenant, wns wounded at the battle of Dannig-
kow, fought with distinction ot Konigswartha,
where a ball took away one of his fingers, while
another wounded him severely in the thigh,

But such was the urdor of his warlike emper |

that, although nnable to walk, he iosisted npon
takiug pait o0 the battle at Bantzen. in May,
1818, oo ‘ He fought in France fa
nearly a iragements of 1814, and entered
Paris wit!, the armies of the Allies, During the
long term of peace which vow followed he
ttudied military science to great advantage, and
after ndvancing rapidly to the rank of ecaptain,
he was soon after assigned to the staff. Dariog
thie dispute between Austria and Prussia in 1850,
on sccount ol the electorate of Hesse, Von
kileinmetz was ordered o Cassel, and a'terward
appointed commandant of the place. Although
it was his earnest desire to participate in the
second campaign In Schleswig-Holstein in 1864,
he was urderuteléewhcw, and had to remain
inactive agalast bis will. Durieg the campaign
agaivst Austria, Von Btelnmetz commanded tue
Sih Army Corps, agd vanguished ‘and dis-
persed three different Austrian army corps
within the almost lncredible short space of
four days. Here it was that the Prussian cavalry,
who had been hitherto consldered as lnferior to
the Auetrian, or rather Hangarian Lorsemen,
rrovtd that they were not uur{ their eqaal bat
n muuiw respoects their superiors. His trium-
phant vietory at Bkalitz agaivst forces of more
than twice the numerical strength of the corps
he commanded procured for him the name ‘“‘the
Lion of Skalitz.” Throughout the entire cam-
palgn Von Steinmetz did not meet with a slogle
reverse, althongh he was olten compelled to
fight with the odds decidedly against him.

The Lending Finnuncinl Joarnnl of Earope on
Nupolron's Pretoxt.

1he London Economaist has long been the most
influential apd couoservative of the flnancial
jourvals of Europe. 1t is the last of all organs
of public opinion to be affected by “sentiment’
or passion, and must be regarded as speaking
only the sober judgment of capitalists and the
common verdict of the bnsinesa world, apart
from nationality, when it discasses the war ques-
tions vow at lssne., The followlng, therefore,
frum the Economist of July 16, upon the decla-
ration of war by France, has peculiar welght
and significance: —

“The declaration of war by France agalnst
Prussia 18 one of those awful events which bring
comment to a stand, and which of themselves
make an impression far deeper and greater than
anything which can be said about them, Tois
time last week almost all the best judges in
Europe would have coneidered such an event
impossible, It was bad enough that France
should say that the accession of a very distaut
relative of the Kiog of Prussia to the throne of
Bpain would be esieemed by her a casus
belli; it was worse in her to voluoteer this
in an offenslve way before any occa-
glon required i, and so as if possible to
cause a quarrel; it was yet worse In France
when Prince Leopold resigned his candida ure
to ‘ask for more,” and want stipulations for the
futnre which were incousistent with the digoity
of Prussia, and which were meant to be refused;
it wos ) ¢t worse 1o make these further offensive
demands in ao unprecedentedly offensive man-
ner on the King of Prussia in a public place; but
worse than all is the sudden declaration of war
which implies o *foregone conclusion,” and
shows that, whatever may be said the momean-
tary candidature of the Hobenzollern priges
was but a pretext; that the Emperor
meant from the begioning to  fizhe
Prusein, and meant nothing in the least else.

“A Bonaparte atthe Talleries was muen more
of a mevace to Europe than a Hohenzollern at
Madrid is of a mepace to France, Aund the
Hohenzollern 18 wot even at Madrld—on the
contsary, eays he wont go there; and all the
complaiot 1s that Prussla will not say that if
bhe changes his4mind hesball not be let go there.
A pretext for a great war so little speclous and
280 evanercert was hardly ever seen.

“Notbing that can be said is adeguate to the
meaning of this wost awfal and painfual eveat,
and it is most melancholy that with all our
bossts of elvilization, aud alter so many centu-
ries of Christianity,so great a erime (for it is no
less) should be pooa‘blu in the world.”

In the case of Gllles va, Hall, Involving the right
to make aud sell a certain preparation for the halr
and to use the trade-mar H. I Hail & Co., which
was fully reported In our colnmns upon argument
last week, Honor Jadge Paxson this morning
rendered u decision which will be found bighly lnte-
resting and important to business men.

Iirst, When s persou has bound himself in a cer-
tuin form to do, or not to do, & certain thing, tha
Court will look at the language of the contract--the

We challenge him 1o
show, by any speech, letter, or utterance of
Judge Kelley, anything that will in the slighest
degree gustain bim in the assertion he inade.
Until be does 8o, he will stand before the com-
wuvity Jn a light In which no gentleman who
values & reputation for veracity would volonta-
rily aesume. Judge Kelley occuples on the
coolie question the same position as has been
enunciated through the columns of the Profac-
tor, sud which we belleve meets the appro-
bation of all trne Americans. While we
will give a welcome to the peopls of all conn-
triee. who come here voluntarily to earn aa
honest livelibood apd become permanent cll-
zene of thls conniry, we arée opposed Lo having
the people of any coustry brought here undar
foreed contracts, by which they are sold for a
specified term of roars.

B. C. Assenon, of Portsmonth, Va., has con-
tracted with the Treasury Department for the
removal of the hull of the steamer Florida,
sunk during the war, from the James river, near
Newport News, He bas paid #3800 for the hull
and bas given bonds of lndemnity In the sam of
5000 for the faithful execution of the contract.
‘1 bis is the first contract made nuder the recent
act of Congress for the removal of guch suuken
yessels,

Important to shippers.

Bolicitor Banfleld, of the Treasury Depart-
ment, has given itas his oploion that a vessel
from a foreign port bound o0 a of eutry in
the United Siates, with her cargo destined for
that port opon her manifest, caunot change her
destination afler arriviog within the waters of
the United States. The Secretary of the Trea-
snry has accordingly notified the collectors of
the port of New York and Perth Amb .y, New
Jersgy, tbat thls opiuion I8 couwcarred in
by the department, and has also notliied Col-
lector Murpby to require all vessels arriving
within the waters of his district from foreign
portg, destined with cargoes for New York, to
proceed thither, and thereafter to make due
entry of the vessels and cargoes, as is required
by law; and also directs that when vessels from
forelgn ports arrive within the waters
of the New York olstrict, whose papers show
that they are destined for other districts, Lo
refuse entry to such vessels, aud to direct them
10 proceed Lo their proper destinativos, If neces-
gary using the revenue cutter to enforce the
order.

Death of Commadore Boyle.

It 1s reported that Commodore J. J. Boyls
died yesterday st Norfolk, Va. His body is to

Bacramexnto, Cal,, July 20.—The case of F,
8, Van Valkenburgh, the manager of the office
in thas city of the Central Pacific Rallroad Divi-
sion of the Atlantic and FPacific Telegraph Com-
pany, who was caught in the act of attempting
to steal the Associated Presa despatches last
night, was called up In the Police Court this
morning at 10 o’clock.

Van Valkenburgh did not jump or fall from o
baleony, as stated In a despateh to the American
Press Association by the Atlantic and Pacifle
line, but was held in the position he was canght
in until taken in charge by a policeman. The
clip and paper were moved from the position in
which be was found. Two pencils and his hat
were pleked up from between the balconies of
the Western Unlon office and the one next to it,
where he had cronched to copy the report. His
pocition brought him In the hearing of the
sounds of the lustrument in the oflice, a window
haviug been left open pear him.

He was first seen to come ont of the Record
office and go direct to the posltion he occupled
on the balcony up through a house near the
Western Union office, and coming out throuzh
a window on the balcony of the house which
adjoins that of the Western Unlon buallding,
there belng o space of two feet between the |
baleonies where he took up his posltion, and
from which he did not move until detacted.
The pistol fired by Mr. Pierson, the Western
Union operator, was merely te lotimidate Vaa
Valkenburgh,and it had its effect,as be held up the
clip and begied thathe would not kill him. Toere
was no attempt made to do him any bodily in-
v ury except a few lusty kicks administered by
Mr. Pierson when he took hold of him. The
opposition line I8 knowu Lo have been dosn o
portion of the day yesterday and np tg one
o'clock this morning; hence his attempt to sup-
ply the news from a more reliable source at
little expense,

The following from the Sacramento Union
gives a very clear etatement of the attempt last
night to steal the Assoclated Press despaiches
in this city: —

About a quarterto 11 o'clock last night a pistol
shot wus ured at the Western Unlon Telegraph
office, on Seeond street, between 1 aud K strects,
and quite ao exclteient ensued Lo the velgnovoriowml,
Being In the inmediate vicioity at tne oine, our re-
purier ran up into the telegraph office and learued
that the canse of the exciteiivns wad the discovecy

whereby the Eastern despatches of dhie Assoctated
Press have been stolen since the latter part ol Jane,
wlien about n eolomn of e ws was
abstractea and appeared In  other  papers
sunultapconsly  with  those for whicn it
was sent. A detective hins been employed by tae
Western Union Uosmpany 10 work the matter ap,
The Indicwtiong were to the effect that maessages

K. T, Plerson, one of the Western Unlon operators,
while on the balvony in front of the overating-room,
heard a noise on the balcony adjolning, ana leoklog
around he gaw the fgure of 4 man, which he
thought he recognized us taat of F, 8 Van Valken-
burgh, the manuger of the offlee oi the entril
Paciie Rallrosd Division of the Auantie and Pacite
Telegrapn Company, As Mr. Pierson  tarned
the wan stepped Lack lnto the shadow,hut Mr. Prer-
son became contldent chat 1t was Van VAalkeabargh,
and that his in*ention was to cateh thelr press dod-
patches w8 they came over, A few mioutes alter-
wards the despatehog commenced ¢ ynlog and Mr.,
Plerson went Lo the instrument to reseive them He
was searce'y dowbp, however, before he neard o
noise on the balcony which convinced him that the
man outside had taken a position from whnich he
could hear everytiiing, and he therefore slgnalled
the operator sending the desput.hes to walt a
winute,and went out o the balcony and caught Van
Valsenburgh 1y ing concealed o & Durrow 8p (e be-
tween the rulliug of the balcony of the telegraph
bullaing and that of the ballding wdjolalng it oo e
north, Lrawing his Plaml he fired & shot in the alr
W lutimidate Van Valkeonburgh, and to oall nssist-
ance, which was quickly fortheoming from the other
glde of the street, in the person of J, I, Allen, tha
agent of the company, and Ofoer Moore, who took
Vun Valkenburgh fo custody. After the shot was
fired the latter called to Plersor aot to hart ulm or
Kill him, and holding up & clip #hich was fdlled with
Wrllpg paper on which he had evidently intended
to take down the report. He sald, **Yoo see |
haven't taken a word of It.” He was taken Lo the
station-house by OMoers Moore axd Coamberialn,
and o charge of attempiing to steal the telegraphic
1eport made sgainst himw, Mr Plerson was also
arnested for dischurging firearms lo the eity. Both
men put up depusits fur thelr appsarance to-day in
the Pollce Court Yan alkenburgh, who
I8 & young man of unnsual abllity lu his profession,
and hos been estecmed by o large number of fricads,
woula appear 1o have made a misstep in his anclery
to farther the luterests of the company by which he
was employed that will have u very dawmaging
effect npon bim. We have not heard his sxplang-
tion of the occorrepce, but it looks almost apssi-
ble for him to clear away the cloud resting over h m,
oW Iug tw the peculiar position o which he was
caught, being concealed and having in his posses-
slon the material with which to secure the despatohes
belouging 1o other people. The law of the State,
if we mistake not, makes it a misdemeanor for any
person to clapdestinely obtain the contents of tele-
graphic wessuges, OXing as the penalty therefor
une not exceeding §0000, or imprisonment for not
longer than one year, or both Ane and imprisonment.
1n this case the party did not gain possession of the
contents of the patches, but he made whe atsempt,
which, as in other ofenses, amonnts to tha same as
the commisalon of the deed. In fact, the Weatern
Union people say that they have evidence sure to
convict him of having taken In & simUar manner the
column of news before referred to.

Hiot in Hiinels.

87. Louis, July 30.—A serious riol occurred
al Shelbyville, 1lL., yesterday. It was occa-
gloned by the execntion of Joseph Myers for
the murder of Clebesco Calhoun, two years
ago. Hubbard Holden, who wase to have beco
banged with Myers for the same crime, had his
sentence commuied on Thursday by Governor
Palmer, which created great indignation, as it
was asserted that Holden planned the murder
and did the shonting.

It was feared on Thursday night that the
people would attack the jall sand release Myers
unless Governor Palmer sarrendered Holden to
the gallows, but there was a lull la the storm
untll yesterday morping, when the mob de-
manded that both men be buong or that Myers
should be released. C(overnor Palmer was ve-
bhemently denounced on every hand, Tuoe jall
was guarded by one huudred armed men. Wuile
the preparatlons were belng made to haog
Myers several attempts were made Lo tear down
the fence enclosing the seaffuld, bul the assall-
ants were repulsed each tlme by the guards,

Myers was executed, however, and ten
minutes after the mob charged the fence in
foree and comumenced tearing it dewn; but
when they discovered it was too late to saye
Myers, they dispersed, swearluy eternal enwity
to Governor FPalmer. But for concilistory
speeches by several leading cilizens, bloodshed
might have been the result.
